At a conference held in wismar in February 1950, houhelcyan, (fnu}, representative 
os the SCC, made the following remarks while speaking on behalf of the ‘Ship 
Assembly Union", a firm for architectural work; within the framework of a Largo~ 


scale Soviet shipbuilding program, the Kosteck shipyar? is scheduled to start 
in 1951 the construction of six passenger ships of the “quator arx! Polyus (former— 
ly Messina) WP? hese ships will be built in kostock, but they will be completed 


in the shiv;ards of Varnemuende and Wismar, + 


Comment, The uquator, formerly the Catania, was built by the hostock 
shipyard in 1935 and her sistership, the Polyus in 1937. These shivs, 
whose gross registocred tonnage is 2,150, have a Téngth of 90,9 meters, a beam - 

of 13 meters and a draught of L..0 meters, These ships are onerated by means 
of reciprocating engines with wastesteam turbinos and have coal-fired boiler 
plants, It anvcars that all the six new ships will be built according to the 
plans of the olcer ships. It is remarkable that, in planning the construction 
of a new series of ships, the Soviets will duplicate a type which was built 
in 1935, ioe, 15 years ago. As the only available building slips are in the 
“eptun tard, the ships will probabil; be completed in the shipyards in “arnemusnde 
and “iismar after being launched in Koetoek. Such measnres should increase 

the capacity of the Rostock shipyard, Most of the acessé “"y parts for these 
shirs, such as boilers 9 3ngines ete,, have presumably to be amplied by the 
Yestern Zones of Germany . 
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
